strikes over deadlocked wage 
talks today after their national 
contract expired, and the Nixon

"It's spreading like wildfire," 


said Teamsters Business Agent 
Charles Moore in Cleveland, one "I" ",™ ' 
of half a dozen or more major recession* 
cities hit by strikes in the dis- 
pute involving a total of 425,000 
drivers across the country. 


But the Teamsters Issued no 


official strike call and most 
drivers stayed on the job in 
many 
major 
cities including 


New York, Chicago, 
Los An- 


geles and Philadelphia. 


Secretary of Labor George P. 


Shultz awaited word on Ids re- 
quest to truckers to continue 
handling defense foods and per- 
ishables. 


Negotiations, which were re- 


cessed Tuesday night, were to 
resume at 2 p.m. on the wage 
dispute. 


Both 
the 
Teamsters 
and 


Trucking Employers Inc., rep- 
resenting most of the nation's 
trucking Industry, remained of- 
ficially silent about the growing 
rash of strikes. 


Trucking Employers Inc. In a 


similar situation in the last na- 
tional confrontation three years 
ago called a nationwide lockout 
shutting down virtually the en- 
tire industry in retaliation to 
scattered strikes. 


An industry source, asked if a 


decision on a lockout this time 
has been made, said "not yet." 


Strike action was scattered 


with local union officials esti- 
mating some 10,000 on strike at 
,St% Louis, about-3,000 in St. 
Taufj liinn., more than 2,000 in 
Cleveland and about 1,000 at 
Denver. 


Other cities where Teamsters 


walked 
out 
included Kansas 


City, San Francisco and Oak- 
land, Calif., Cincinnati and Co- 
lumbus, 
Ohio; 
Indianapolis, 


Ind., and Des Moines, Iowa. 


Negotiations were deadlocked 


with the industry and the Team- 
sters 80 cents an hour apart for 
a three-year wage agreement. 
The Industry offered 90 cents 
and the Teamsters demanded 
$1.70. Most truck drivers now 
average $4 an hour. 


Early Indications tad pointed 


to efforts by some Teamsters of- 
ficials to head off work stopp- 
ages, but some local union offi- 
cers said they did not consider 
the walkouts wildcat strikes 
since the drivers no longer have 
a contract. 


In Chicago, where separate 


talks were being conducted, un- 
ion officials said the 50,000 
Teamsters in that area would 
not strike this morning, 


"We may get this thing solved

Although national Teamsters

Recessionary Backlash

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Rep, 


Wilbur D. Mills, i>Ark,, chair- 
man of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, said Tues« 
day it was "entirely possible" 
that the nation could suiter a 
recessionary backlash during 
the fight against Inflation "if 
we continue on the road we're 
going." 


Mills said, however, that he

tion's unwillingness to accept 
an increase in unemployment 
had buoyed his hopes of avoid" 
ing a recession.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


slight back-to-work trend devel- 
oped in some areas, but the air 
traffic controllers' strike went 
on today despite a call by union 
leaders to end the sick-call ac- 
tion that fhas crippled air travel 
for a week.

Lee Bailey, executive director

Bailey, at a news conference 


Tuesday, urged the controllers 
to return'to work unless theylac- 
tually were ill. However, he ex- 
pressed qualms that his "clari- 
fying statement" might be tak- 
en as an effort to avoid the con- 
tempt proceedings. 


"I do not advocated a sick- 


out," Bailey said. "It is an In- 
convenience to the American 
public and should be terminated 
at once." 


Following Bailey's statement, 


the Federal Aviation Agency re- 
ported 
higher percentages of 


controllers 
reporting for the 


midnight shift, particularly in 
New York City, hardest-hit by 
the strike. 


In Chicago, an FAA spokes- 


man said all nine of scheduled 
controllers reported to work at 
the O'Hare tower for the early 
morning shift, while 12 of 22 
scheduled to work reported for 
duty at the Aurora control cen- 
ter. Strength was at 70 per cent, 
compared with 40 per cent on 
the midnight shift. 


In New York 76 of 156 sched- 


uled reported for work on the 
Tuesday night shift, bringing 
strength to 48 per cent, up from 
lows reaching 10 per cent. An 
FAA spokesman said, however, 
it did appear to be a "real 
trend" toward a back-to-work 
movement.

Carswell 
Is Gaining 
Support

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 


Buoyed by the support of two 
senior Republican senators with 
possible key votes, Senate GOP 
forces say the tide has been 
turned in the fight over Judge 
G. Harrold Carswell's Supreme 
Court nomination. 


Acting GOP Leader Robert P. 


Griffin 
said the slippage in 


Carswell's 
support 
apparent 


last week has been stopped. He 
predicted 
confirmation by a 


three or four vote margin. 


Sen. Robert J. Dole, R-Kan., 


said opponents of the Tallahas- 
see, Fla., federal appeals court 
judge sense the momentum is 
running against them and are 
resorting to desperation tactics. 


Supporters appeared to have 


wrested the initiative from op- 
ponents Monday with these de- 
velopments: 


—Sen. John J. Williams of 


Delaware, who helped tip the 
scales against the nomination of 
Judge Clement F. Haynsworth 
Jr. last fall, gave strong back- 
ing to Carswell. 


—Sen. George D. Aiken of 


Vermont, the 77-year-old dean 
of Republican senators, also de- 
clared his support for Carswell. 


Williams and Aiken, previous- 


ly uncommitted, were regarded 
by both sides as having possibly 
pivotal votes. 


The first 
test of strength 


comes Monday on a move to kill 
the nomination by sending it 
back to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. If that fails, the 
confirmation 
vote itself will 


come two days later. 


Dole Monday formally 
de- 


.. clared his support of Carswell, a 
n*ve that .ted long been antici- 
"pitted.' *"§b "was the announce; 
•.ment by Sen. Thomas J. Me- • 
Intyre, D-N.H., that he will vote 
against .Carswell's confirmation 
and for'recommittal of the nom- 
ination. 


That left 43 senators on record 


in support of the nomination and 
35 against. 


Williams called Carswell "a 


man of integrity, well qualified 
to be a member of the Supreme 
Court" and reminded the Senate 
it had three times confirmed 
him unanimously—as a U.S. dis- 
trict attorney, as a district 
judge, and as a member of the 
federal appeals court. 


"At no time was any question 


raised as to his qualifications," 
said Williams. 


Referring to a white suprema- 


cy speech Carswell 
made in 


1948, Williams said that at the 
time 
"we 
had 
segregated 


schools, segregated restaurants, 
and segregated clubs in every 
state in the North as well as the 
South." 


Williams also said that in 1948 


the Senate rejected by a 67-7 
vote an amendment to abolish 
segregation in the armed forces 
and asked, "who are we to point 
the finger at Judge Carswell for 
his views of 20-25 years ago?" 


Aiken, who supported Hayns- 


worth, said during the last two 
weeks senators have received 
thousands of anti-Carswell let- 
ters and telegrams but he said 
many of the protesters didn't 
know much about the judge's 
background, For most of them, 
he said, their number one target 
is President Nixon,

The U.S. Command termed 


the attacks a "highpoint" of en- 
emy activity but said the sharp 
increase in activity would not be 
considered a spring offensive 
unless it continued. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced that a U.S. Air Force 
F4 Phantom fighter-bomber was 
hit by ground fire over North 
Vietnam Monday but said the 
two crewmen nursed it to within 
4*/2 miles of their base in Thai- 
land before the plane crashed. 
The two crewmen ejected safe- 
ly, but two Thai civilians were 
injured. 


The Phantom was escorting a 


reconnaissance plane and was 
the llth American warplane re- 
ported lost in action over North 
Vietnam since the halt in U.S. 
bombing there 17 months ago.

Terrorists in 
France Seize 
Hostages

gunmen wearing red sweaters, 
their leader a mental hospital 
escapee, seized four tourists as 
hostages today and shot one in a 
day-long siege at a Riviera ho- 
tel. 


The gunmen hurled a 
gre- 


nade, fired a burst at a pollfee- 
men and shot down an elderly 
West 
German 
tourist, 
Mrs. 


Hans Tische, with a volley of 
machine-gun bullets. The wom- 
an, wounded when she tried to 
flee, was in serious condition in 
a 
hospital. 


"Give us a car in front of the 


door and don't follow us," the 
men in Room 100 of the luxu- 
rious Versailles Hotel told the 
police at midafternoon. "Let us 
have the time to make 100 kilo- 
meters"—about 60 miles— "in 
the direction of Italy and we'll 
let the hostages go." 


But the demand was turned 


down by Rene Mathieu, the po- 
lice chief. He also said no to an 
offer by the bandits to free the 
hostages if Mathieu would ride 
away with them in a car. 


Held by bandits were Mrs. 


Tische's 
73-year-old 
husband 


and a middle-aged couple from 
Paris. 


The siege began at 6 a.m. 


when police, called to the hotel 
by 
employees who noticed a 


weapon in the baggage of four 
male 
guests, began to make 


door-to-door checks. A burst of 
pistol fire answered the police 
search. 


The gunmen tried to leave the 


hotel by sliding down knotted 
bed sheets but gave up, and 
crawled' along a balcony that 
led to other rooms. One of the 
gunmen clutched a valise be- 
lieved to contain loot from a 
holdup. 


Then, the gunmen moved the 


four persons into a single room. 
Mrs. Tische was shot when she 
tried to escape. Later the gang's 
leader, Maurice Sorini, 25, who 
fled from Timone Psychiatric 
Hospital in Marseille six weeks 
ago, agreed to allow a doctor to 
evacuate her. 


During the morning vans full 


of black uniformed riot police 
surrounded the three*story hotel 
and sealed off access to it. At 
the same time Mathieu began 
negotiating with Sorini, but the 
conversations got nowhere. The 
police agreed only to aljow a 
bell boy to carry two packs of 
cigarettes to the gunmen on a 
silver platter. 


Mathieu is an old adversary 


of Sorini whom he arrested last 
year. Sorini has been charged 
with eight holdups. His convex 
sations with Sorjni were by tele* 
phone. 


"Be 
reasonable," 
Mathieu 


said on the phone. "You think 
you're a Chicago gangster but 
you're not. Don't be a fool."

SEATTLE AP - The Seattle 


Pilots became the Milwaukee 
Brewers Tuesday night when a 
federal bankruptcy referee ap- 
proved the sale of the financial- 
ly 
dying 
American 
League 


baseball team for $10.8 million, 


The only formality left was 


referee Sidney C. Volinn'ssigna* 
ture on the order today. Attor- 
ney Elwin Zarwell, the Brewers' 
representative, 
said 
Volinn's 


spoken decision Tuesday night 
was as good as his written ap- 
proval. 


The contract already had been 


signed 
and 
approved by the 


league, leaving the Brewers free 
to go about their baseball busi- 
ness. 


Volinn approved the sale after 


saying 
the 
Pilots obviously 


couldn't pay $8.13 million in 
debts and didn't have the cash 
to survive a second season in 
Seattle. That paved the way for 
the expansion team to open the 
1970 
season next Tuesday in 


Milwaukee against the Califor- 
nia Angels. 


But the death of the Pilots also 


opened the way for a two-fisted 
attack on baseball's exemption 
from federal antitrust laws. Wil- 
liam L. Dwyer, special assistant 
state attorney general, said Se- 
attle and the state of Washing- 
ton would press their $82 mil- 
lion antitrust damage suit which 
already had been filed in state 
court and was awaiting removal 
of the team. 


That suit contends that the 


league violated the state's anti- 
trust laws by excluding compet- 
itors from the baseball business 
and restraining trade in vari- 
ous areas. As a"result of the al- 
leged antitrust violations the 
state, city and their citizens and 
businesses will suffer economic 
injury, the suit argues. 


Washington's 
two powerful 


Democratic 
senators— Warren 


G. 
Magnuson 
and 
Henry M. 


Jackson— have said they will in- 
troduce legislation taking away 
baseball's antitrust immunity as 
soon as Congress reconvenes 
next week. 


There was no doubt that the 


club couldn't meet its debts as 
they came due and soon would 
be insolvent, Volinn said. With 
the Baseball season only a'week 
away, the Pilots were in an 
emergency situation, he added. 


The only other solution was to 


force the American League to 
carry the team and with it defi- 
cit financing amounting to over 
$5 million during the next three 
years. 


Volinn said it would be unfair 


to make the league bear that 
kind of financial burder with the 
team's only hope of profit, King 
County's $40 million domed sta- 
dium, itself in a legal bind. 


The 
State 
Supreme 
Court 


ruled Tuesday that the site se- 
lection for the stadium should 
go on a May ballot pending a 
court test. 


In New York, Baseball Com- 


missioner Bowie Kuhn said "no 
comment" to the entire Seattle- 
Milwaukee situation. 


Volinn cleaned up the last 


traces of the Pilots by appoint- 
ing a receiver to take charge 
after the sale while the reorgan- 
ization was going on. He also or- 
dered that any distribution of 
funds from the sale of the Pilots 
be made only on the order of his 
court. 


Chances of a review of Vol- 


inn's decision appeared slim 
since Washington would have to 
put up a bond of at least $20 
million. 


Max Soriano, the Pilots' mi- 


nority shareholder and secre- 
tary-treasurer, said he was re- 
lieved to be out of the financial 
and legal entanglements, but 
regretted Seattle's loss,

quently he was persuaded to 
make financial contributions to- 
taling approximately $5,700."

"While McLain believed he 


had become a partner in this op- 
eration aiid has so admitted to 
me in the presence of his per- 
sonal attorney, it would appear 
that in fact he was the victim of 
a confidence scheme. 


"1 would thus conclude that 


McLain was never a partner 
and had no proprietary interest 
in the bookmaking operation, 


"The fair inference is that his 


his own avarice had permitted 
him to become a dupe of the 
gamblers with whom he asso- 
ciated,"

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Not All Diabetics 
Need to Take Insulin 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


After the discovery of in- 


sulin in 1921 diabetes was 
c o n s i d e r e d controllable. 
Now, 
49 years later, despite 


the addition of oral anti- 
diabetic drugs we doctors 
are finding to our chagrin 
that arterial complications, 
such as retinitis, kidney and 
heart disease, and peripheral 
neuritis arc occurring in per- 
sons who have successfully 
kept their urine sugar-free 
for 10 to 20 years. 
< Some ;victith$, jn'spite -of. a 
high blood sugar level, may 
produce a n o r m a l or in- 
creased amount of insulin. 
Current research 
on this 


phenomenon has not yet pro- 
vided a clear explanation but 
one incontrovertible fact has 
emerged. Giving insulin to 
such a patient does more 
harm than good. 


A recent British study in- 


dicates that prevention de- 
pends on the early detect ion 
of even a slight elevation in 
the blood sugar level. If the 
patient is then treated with 
tolbutamide and phenformin 
the arterial complications 
can often be prevented. 


Unfortunately, the condi- 


tion now called prediabetes 
is o f t e n misdiagnosed as 
colitis, peptic ulcer or gall- 
bladder disease because of 
vague abdominal complaints 
or anxiety neurosis because 
of the palpitations and trem- 
ors. These symptoms are all 
due to a low blood sugar 
level resulting from an over- 
production of insulin in the 
body.
